Every American citizen is entitled to his own 
opinion as to thé size of the defensive forces that 
this country shotild maititain. Mr. Bryan may 
differ with thé President over the expediency of 
increasing the army and navy; but it is ridictlous 
to insist that a question of principle is involved. 
If the President’s program is a departure from the 
historic policy of thé Democrats and of the tra- 
ditions of the nation, then the Democratic party 
has always been at variance wfth historic policy 
and the nation departed from its traditions as 
soon as the republic came into being. 

During long periods in the history of the Unit- 
ea States we have been the sécond naval Power 
and tf the administration’s program is carried 
out in full we shall at most again become the 
second fiaval Power, a distinction that belonged 
to this country a hundred years ago. As for the 
army provided in the Garrison plan, by no stretch 
of the human imagination could it be pictured as 
anything but a defensive force. Elven if we lost 
our ideals, repudiated our principles and set forth 
upon a policy of conquest, we could not deliberate- 
ly attack anything more formidable than a fifth- 
rate Power, with the military force that this pro- 
gram provides. 

Mr. Bryan is a friend of peace, and that is to 
his credit; but he is often mistaken as to the agen- 
cies by. which peace is maintained. Not so many 
months ago he resigned from the Cabinet because 
he differed from the President about the way to 
preserve peace. Yet it turned out that the Presi. 
dent was right and Mr. Bryan was wrong. The 
President is again right and Mr. Bryan is wrong. 
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GETTING ACQUAINTED WITH LINCOLN.

It should not be regarded as a license for extrava- 
gance. Properly used the income tax may be made 
a valuable contribution to the Federal revenue, 
but any disposition to misuse that power to ex- 
tertion will be resented, the more particularly if 
the money so raised is squandéred on pork propo- 
sitions. 


DANGERS TO AVOID. 
New York Sun: The principle of Federal tax- 
ation of incomes is now solidly established, The 
merit of the system and the expediency of its 
methods are subject to legislative correction only. 
For those who beliéve in the equitable distribu- 
tion of the burden of taxation among all classes 
of taxpayers according to their incomes, it is not 
altogether pleasant to read Chief Justice White's 
remarks on the limitations of the judiciary’s pow- 
er to prevent even an obvious wrong in the matter 
of discrimination; but regrets of this sort do not 
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change the situation. 

Both in Federal and in state economics the in- 
come tax is bound from now on to be a more and 
more generally exploited source of revenue, Hon- 
est public opinion should address itself, therefore, 
to the task of restraining the legislative impulse 
t- divide the community into two classes, a mi- 
nority of taxpayers and a majority of tax dodgers. 

Justly conceived and fairly administered, the 
income tax can be made both effective and pop- 
ular. Enforced in the robber spirit, for the ad- 
vantage of class over class or section over sec- 
tion, it can be shaped into one of the most tre- 
mendous enginea of oppréssion and confiscation 
that selfish politics ever created.

Hospital Trains Must Be Provided, 


Our railroads would need specia! cars 
for the wounded. Under our present 
system these might be started by a 
thousand different local committees, 
and the ambulances, too, but Buropean 
experience has proven that these things 
are best done under Government diree- 
tion. Volunteer organizations are nat- 
urally not given to co-operation. Indeed, 
if we are to take Burope’s -esson in 
earnest, at the outset of war the staff 
in Washington should have every order 
ready for the mobilization of the re- 
sources of the whole country. It should 
not wait on volunteer organizations to 
take the lead, but give them their com- 
mands; then there would be no eonfu- 
sion. The central authority would know 
exactly what it had to do with and 
would set about doing it. Without be- 
ing bothered by what should |> per- 
functory elemental details of prepara- 
tion, it would be engaged in making 
war instantly. 

Ready resources, however, are noth- 
ing without ready men, By men [| do 
not refer to soldiers, 
man or the superintendent of a fac- 
tory, or the banker, or business man. 
We are as patriotic as any people in 
the world, Every class of men would 
be glad to co-ordinate with the staff, 
ohee the staff were given the author- 
ity, and the reason made clear. Whu 
are the railroad men who would look 
after the transportation of troops and 
munitions? They should not be allowed 
to eome to it inexperienced, the staff

for the Central Institute for the Deaf, 
a benevolent, scientific and educational 
institution, was filed in the Circuit 
Court last week, by Hanford Crawford, 
Mrs. Samuel Plant and Edward Clare- 
Avery, president, secretary and treas- 
urer, respectively, of the proposed cor- 
poration. 

The promoters intend to erect andj 
equip a $50,000 institution for the edu- 
cation of so-called deaf mutes under a 
new and improved system of oralism 
that has been given nearly two years’ 
successful trial here. This school wili 
eventually be the center of a nation- 
wide educational system, according to 
the plans of the incorporators. 

A national board of trustees, including 
authorities on teaching the deaf, as well 
as other men and women actively identi- 
fied with schools for the deaf, has been 
appointed to act in an advisory capacity. 
A local board of trustees, who are the 
incorporators, is composed of Herbert 
N. Arnstein, Roger Baldwin, Mrs. W. 
W. Boyd Jr., Mrs. Edward A. Faust, 
Mrs. Frederick D. Gardner, Bernard 
Greensfelder, Prof. Alexander Langs- 
dorf, Miss Julia C, Stimson, Paul W. 
Brown, Mrs. Henry Elliot Jr., Rabbi E, 
C.. Voorsanger and the officers. 


Began as Experiment. 
The proposed corporation is the out- 


growth of a small experimental school 
opened in October. 1914, at 3858 Westmin- 
ster place, under direction of Dr. Max 
A. Goldstein and Miss Ethel M. Hill- 
lard, an instructor of the deaf. The 
school has grown from six children and 
four adult pupils to more than 8 of 
the former and a large class of adults 
anl has spread into two adjoining resi- 
dences. Twelve states are represented 
among the pupils. 

A norma! training class was conducted 
in connection with the regular work last 
year, and four teachers were graduate: 
in June. Two of these are on the school 
teaching staff and the others have po- 
sitions in state schools for the deaf .n 
South Dakota and Michigan. . During 
the past summer a eslx-weeks’ normal 
training course was attended by in- 
structors in schools for the deaf, botn 
public and private, of 11 states. 


Donations for the Work. 
The work of the school has attracted 


much attention and has brought in do- 
nations, the acceptance of which has 
necessitated a legal organization. As 
soon as the application for the decree of 
incorporation has heen granted the do- | 
nations, which are said to amount to 
several thousand dollars. will be ac- 
cepted and immediate sters for the crec- 
tion of a suitable building will be taken. 
The plan is to have a new ‘building 
ready for occupancy by the time scheol 
pens next fall.

Serge de Diaghileff’s Ballet Russe 
closed its two weeks’ preliminary en- 
gagement in New York at the Century 
Theater last night. It begins this week 
its tour of the United States, in the 
course of which it will come to St. 
Louis, March 6 and 7, for three perform- 
ances at the Odeon. Its four-weeks’ en- 
gagement at the New York Metropolitan 
Opera House will begin April 2 

The St. Louis Grand Opera Commit- 
tee, which is backing the engagement 
with a financial guarantee, received a 
few days ago from Edward A. Faust, 
a member of the committee, a telegram 
in which he gave his impressions of 
the ballet. He declared it ‘‘a most won- 
derful spectacle,” and said the scenery 
and costumes were superb, and the or- 
chestra was of the best.

In the Paris performance when Mijin- 


sky created this part, the faun actually 
carried one of the dancers in his arms 
and reclined with her on the ledge. For 
American audiences this was altered to 
the mere symbolism of the drapery, as 
described previously. But the actions of 
the faun have been adjudged too sug- 
gestive, so in the revised version of the 
performance the faun took the drapery 
to the ledge, spread it out, then with his 
face turned heavenward and a smile 
beaming on his lips, he lay down upon 
his back upon the drapery. The ballet 
as thus given was pronounced by critics 
just as beautiful and just as effective as 
it was before. 

In the hearing before the magistrate, 
M. de Diaghileff spoke, through an in- 
terpreter, in defense of the original pro- 
duction, and particularly the ‘‘Schehera- 
zade’”’ episode. 

“If all art and drama must be emas- 
culated,”’ he said, “‘the Bible would have 
to be: blue-penciled. Solomon sings of 
his love for a daughter of another race, 
‘The sun has looked upon her and she 
is black.’ 

. Balle Are Art Works. 

“These ballets were composed strictly 
as works of art. They are not moral 
treatises, arguments nor popular ha- 
rangues, They are a living visualization 
of .the priceless relics of pagan art 
{| hoarded in your Metropolitan Museum 
and other repositories. The most cul- 
tured and esthetic people gaze enrap- 
tured at Greek figures rioting upon an- 
clent vases and friezes, or painted on 
fragments of Egyptian tapestries and 
tombs. One does not send policemen to 
censor the museum or to place pants 
upon the sculptured Grecian gods. 

“In the ballets under my direction 
those artistic fragments have been 
touched with life, the curtain of the past 
is lifted and old forgotten beauties live 
again. Europe has accepted these 
choreographic works and called them 
triumphs of art. Illustrators, painters, 
decorative artists, have witnessed the 
ballets and have been thrilled with 
deeper inspiration. America, where art 
is young, would not have had the op- 
portunity of seeing these choruses but 
for the accident of a great world war 
that has limited the ballet season on 
the Continent. And now your censors 
would blue pencil them and say you are 
too weak morally to be able to accent 
what the aristocracy and nobility of 
Burope have stamped with approval. 
And you say the Americans cannot look 
upon this art without being debased. I 
cannot believe it. I believe the Ameri- 
cans are as cultured and responsive to 
high artistry as are the Buropeans.”’ 

Magistrate McAdoo declared that the 
purpose of the law was not to interfere 
with artistic productions of real value 
to the most cultivated classes, but :o 
‘| Protect the morals of the middle class. 
Prices of admission as low as $1.50 ad- 
mitted the middie class, and all amuse- 
ments with an entrance price at that 
mark or below it must conform to the 
rule that the average citizen must not 
be given entertainment that would de- 
terlorate his morals.

Statement by Jtidge Graves. 

To the Democrats of Missouri: 

For nearly a year many prominent 
Democrats throughout the State, 
either by letter or personal inter- 
view, have asked me to permit my 
name to be used in the next primary 
as candidate for Governor upon tne 
Democratic ticket. Many havc gone 
so far as to insist that it was a 
party necessity. If on this proposi- 
tion I had been fully convinced, my 
present answer might have been dif- 
ferent. I feel certain. that any 
Democrat of proper gubernatorial 
caliber, if nominated, can be elect- 
ed al the next e'ection. 

I hardly feel that 1 should fail to 
give to these gentlemen my reasons 
avr the conclusion I have reached. 
This is the occasion for the present 
statement, which I had intended to 
make sooncr, but circumstaiices pre- 
vented. 

My whole life has been devoted to 
thelaw. When in the practice I 
had no side lines... When I -have held 
office, the office has been one along 
the line of my profession, and I am 
naturally loth to surrender at this 
time the ambitions of youth, young 
manhood and more mature manhood, 
for a mere political office. To the 
one who has the aspirations, and 
who has reached that position in life 
to afford it, the position of Gover- 
nor iof a great state like Missouri 
is very alluring. It is the highest 
office within the gift of the good citi- 
zens of the State. It is an office 
worthy of the ambition of any man, 
if his inclinations run in that direc- 
tion and he can afford it.

Where Will His Following Gof 
Judge Graves’ announcement re- 
vived the hum of political gossip and 
politicians are wondering which can- 
didate will be given the benefit of 
his support and that of the State ad- 
ministration. While Judge Graves 
was being considered seriously as a 
possible candidate, it was generally 
believed that the candidacies of both 
Secretary of State Roach and John M. 
Atkinson, chairman of the Public 
Service Commission, were contingent 
upon the Graves canidacy. 

Both Roach and Atkinson today is- 
sued statements for publication, fol- 
lowing the announcement of Judge 
Graves, from which it is evident that 
both expect to recruit support from 
Judge Graves’ adherents. It is known 
that Judge Graves’ withdrawal will 
give to Roach the active support of 
Col. “Bill” Phelps and his friends, 
while Atkinson may gain some of the 
Governor's appointees who were sup- 
porting Graves.

_ |BRITISH CENSOR TELLS WHY 
NEUTRAL MAILS ARE HELD 


Enter English Waters 


Says All Bags May Be ea if Carrying Ships 


Even Though They Do 


Not Touch Port—More Rigid Rule Planned. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 2.—All the first-class 
mails passing between the United 
States and foreign countries on vestels 
that enter British territorial waters, 
even though such vessels do not touch 
at a British port, are liable te search 
by the British censor, it was stated 
by the chief postal censor, in an inter- 
view with an Associated Press repre- 
sentative today. The argument that 
ships passing through the English 
Channel are forced into the British ter- 
ritorial waters by mine fields, is met 
by the statement that such vessels pass 
through the channel by choice, since 
they can take the northern route if 
they wish. 

It is held that all mails entering ter- 
ritorial waters pass under the jurisdic- 
tion ef the British Government as if 
théy were passing through the United 
Kingdom. Great Britain has long 
maintained the right to examine mails 
passing through the United Kingdom in 
transit and the present examination is 
explained as simply an extension of that 
right. 

In the case of the Swedish steamer 
Stockholm which was forcibly detained, 
the first-class mails were sent on imme- 
diately without examination, When- 
ever a ship has been detained on the 
high seas for an examination of her 
cargo ar her parcels mail—the Govern- 
ment*maintaining that parcels mail does 
not come under The Hague convention 
article relating to the inviolability of 
first-class mails—there has been no ex- 
amination of the letter mail. 

The censor maintained, furthermore, 
that this article does not prevent the 
opening of mail bags and the removal 
of such goods as jewelry or rubber 
which were being sent as reading mat- 
ter. He added, however, that because 
it was known that quantities of contra- 
band were passing between Germany 
and America, a more rigid censorship 
would be inaugurated soon. 

That Germany is exporting diamonds 


the censor, as it is also that many ar- 
ticles are likewise coming ¢rom the 
United States to Germany by way of 
Denmark, Holland and Sweden, in the 
same way as from South America, 

The British Government takes the at- 
titude that the stoppage of all trade 
between Germany and other countries 
is its right under the rules of war, it 
was declared. Despite this, many mails 
passing through the channel have not 
been touched because of the desire on 
the part of the censor not to delay in- 
nocent mails. 


British Selzed All Neutral Mail on 


Limers Rotterdam and Noordam., 

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—An informal 
rrotest against the seizure of mails from 
the Holland-American Line steamship 
Rotterdam, by British authorites in 
the Downs, was filed with the boarding 
Wwofficers by Dr. Henry Van Dkye, United 
States Minister to the Netherlands, 
who was a passenger abvard the steam. 
cr, he announced upon the arrival of the 
vessel here tonight. 

Heretofore the British have been seiz- 
ing only mail from Germany and Aus- 
tria, and a portion of that from neutral 
countries, but all that oa board the Rot- 
terdam was taken, inluding 104 bags 
from Holland and 22 from Switzerland. 
‘hey were in all 708 bags. All mail, in- 
cluding that from neutral countries, wai 
removed also from the Holland-Ameri- 
can liner Noordam, which arrived here 
earlier in the day. 

“T handed a card to the boarding of- 
ficer in charge,’’ Dr. Van Dkye said, 
“with my verbal protest, and requested 
that he communicate the same to his 
commanding officer.’ 

Dr. Van Dyke said that he had left 
his post at The Hague to visit the Unit- 
ed States ‘‘on a business mission,’’ the 
rature of which he declined to discuss. 
Hie added that he probably would go to 
Washington Monday, and that the length 
of his stay here was indefinite. 


STREET IN DANGER 
FLOOD FILLS 
NEW SEWER DITCH 


Ten Hours’ Work Required to 
Keep Broadway From Col- 
lapsing at Rutger Street. 


A sudden rise in the Mississippi, un- 
precedented for the month of January. 
flooded the open ditch through which tho 


city is constructing the new Mill Creek 
sewer east of Broadway at Rutger 
street, and undermined Broadway to 
such an extent that vehicle and street 
car traffice had to be suspended for sev- 
eral hours yesterday. 

Late in the afternoon, after a steady 

battle of more than 10 hours, traffic 
was restored on the east side.of Broad- 
way, but the ground on the west side 
Was so soft that southbound street cars 
were diverted over the north bound 
track for about a block by the use of 
temporary switches. 
President Kinsey of the Board of 
Fublic Service spent the afternoon di- 
recting the work against the flood, and 
at 6p. m., said the danger of a collapse 
in the street had been permanently 
averted. At that hour, the water had 
been pumped from the open ditch con- 
necting with the levee by a powerful 
centrifugal pump. A bulkhead at the 
river front had been reinforcet to pre- 
vent a further inundation, and water 
that had seeped into the sewer tunnel 
under Broadway and into a conduit of 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co., had been drained off.

Senate and House Committees 
Have Met Serious Objections 
in 3 Weeks’ Hearings. 


By Associated Press. 

| WASHINGTON, 29.— While 
President Wilson is carrying to the 
country his appeal for adequate na- 
tional defense, one of the vital ele- 
ments of the program he has recom- 
mended to Congress—the continental 
army—faces serious opposition in both 
the Senate and House Military Com- 
mittees. 

After three weeks of 
hearings before various committees, 
the administr=-tion preparedness pro- 
gram is not very far advanced. Fol- 
lowing is the present committee sit- 


uation of the various proposals for 
the army or navy. 

The Senate Military Committee has 
heard most.of the War Department 
officials and many officers outside 
the department and expects to con- 
clude its hearings next Wednesday. 


To Hear Guardsmen. 

The House Military Committee has 
heard War Department officials and 
other officers and will hear national 
guardsmen beginning next Monday; 
and expects to continue hearings for 
two weeks at least. 

The Senate Naval Committee has 
discussed only the proposal to build 
a Government armor plant and has 
‘not touched the administration build- 
ing program for the navy. 

The House Naval Committee had 
heard three bureau chiefs of the Navy 
Department on details of proposed 
navy legislation touching only indi- 
rectly the building program, and has 
examined Secretary Daniels on the 
proposal to increase the capacity of 
the Naval Academy. 

The House Fortifications Commit- 
tee virtually has completed hearings 
on the proposed large increase in the 
coast defenses, and also on ordnance 
features of the reserve material 
plans. 

The House Commerce Committee 
has examined Secretary Garrison in 
connection with his proposal that de- 
velopment of plants to extract ni- 
trogen from the air be fostered so 
the nation will not be dependent on 
Chilean nitrates for explosives in 
time of war. 


Well Rounded Bill. 

Senator Chamberlain, chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee, said tonight 
he was confident his committee would 
turn out without great delay a well- 
rounded bill providing for all the ele- 
ments of a national army of a millioa 
or more men. He thought proposals for 
compulsory service or universal train- 
ing in the schools would be presented 
as separate bills, as few advocates of 
the universal service system had been 
able to satisfy themselves that either 
Congress or the country was preparel 
for such a radical change in policy. 

Some members of the House Military 
Committee are expected to make vig- 
orous efforts to couple Government pro- 
duction of war materials with any army 
increase program that may be recom- 
mended. 

So far as the navy is concerned, there 
has been little on which to judge the 
feeling of the House Committee, but it 
seems evident that a considerably in- 
creased building program for 1917 will 
be favored. 

Co-Ordinate Defense. 

A proposal to co-ordinate the national] 
defense problems through a joint con- 
gressional committee was laid befor: 
the Senate today by Senator Newlands. 

Senator Newlands declared that with 
various hearings on army bilis, navy 
plans and other aspects of the national 
defense question proceeding at the same 
time, it was impossible for members of 
Congress to get a clear view of the na- 
tion’s military needs. 

The Newlands resolution proposes the 
committee be empowered to study the 
general subject of national defense, ef- 
ficiency of the present army and navy 
organization, advisability of compulsory 
service and of creating a national de- 
fense council, the status of the organ- 
ized militia and the question of military 
schools, including possible co-operation 
of the states, the problem of finding 
auxiliary ships for the navy in war time 
and various other phases of the whole 
problem of preparedness. 

The committee would be required to 
prepare a comprehensive report as expe- 
ditiously as possible.

TEXT OF AGREEMENT 
WITH MONTENEGRO 
ISSUED BY AUSTRIA 


Delegates of Little Nation Asked 
That Negotiations Be Hur- 
ried, to Quiet Populace. 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, Jan. 
29.—The Overseas News Agency says: 

“The text of the agreement signed on 
Jan. 25 at Cettinje by the Austro-Hun- 
garian delegates, Lieut. Field Marshal 
von Hoefer and Maj. Schuppich, and 
for the Montenegrin Government by 
Gen. Becir and Maj. Lompar, have been 
made public by the Austro-Hungarian 
authorities.”’ 

The most important paragraph in the 
agreement according to the news agency 
statement is one which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“The Montenegrin delegates desire to 
begin peace negotiations as soon as pos- 
sible, since this would have a quieting 
influence on the population.”’ 

In paragraph No. 3, the news agency 
continues, the Montenegrins authorized 
the Austro-Hungarian army to continue 
military operations in Montenegro and 
promised to lend all possible assistance 
to the Austro-Hungarian forces by fur- 
nishing them food and water, means of 
transportation and housing for the 
troops. 

It was further agreed, the statement 
adds, that all Montenegrins were to lay 
down their arms and that only those 
attached to the police forces -were to be 
allowed to carry revolvers, the Monte- 
negrin Government to give exact details 
regarding these individuals and their 
badge numbers. 


Summary of Agreement. 
The remainder of the agreement 


summarized as follows: 

““All Germans and Austro-Hungarians 
held as prisoners én Montenegro will be 
released immediately. Montenegrins 
taken prisoner before the capitualation 
on Jan. 17, at 8:30 a. m., to be released 
upon the conclusion of peace; Monten- 
grins taken prisoner after this hour not 
to be considered as prisoners of war 
and to return freely to their homes. 

“The Montenegrin Government equally 
promises all assistance to the Austro- 
Hungarian authorities in cases of local 
opposition to the conditions agreed upon. 
The Montenegrins surrender all sea- 
ports, landing places, railroads and for- 
tifications urtil peace is concluded,” 

The Lokal Anzeiger commenting on 
the details of the surrender of Monte- 
negro, states that the absence of King 
Nicholas at this time has little weight, 
since the Constitution provides that the 
heir to the throne shall act in his ab- 
sence, and in the absence of the heir the 
Cabinet is in possession of govern- 
raental power. The Montenegrin dele- 
gates, Gen. Becir and Maj. Lompar, the 
newspaper says, signed the document

Besides, the newspaper says, King 
Nicholas committed himself by a letter 
written in his own hand and a tele- 
gram on Jan. in which he asked 
Emperor Francis Joseph for peace. The 
King left Montenegro Jan. 18. 

The next duty of the Austro-Hun- 
garians, the Lokal Anzeiger concludes, 
is to feed the starving Montenegrins. 

The Berliner Tageblatt publishes a 
telegram under a Sofia date, according 
tu which a Bulgarian diplomat well ac- 
quainted with King Nicholas and his 
ways, stated that after the first news 
ecncerning peace negotiations became 
known, Crown Prince Danilo, the King 
of Italy and the Emperor of Russia 
bombarded the King with telegrams re- 
questing him not to bring his Italian 
son-in-law and daughters into a most 
awkward position by surrendering. 
Whereupon, the dispatch states, thc 
King apparently considered flight aa 
the most conyenient means of escape 
from all difficulties. 

The Austro-Hungarian official re- 
port issued at Vienna under today’s 
date says: 

“Austro-Hungarian troops have oc- 
cupied Alessio and San Giovanni di 
Medua. Quantities of provisions were 
taken. The situation in Montenegro 
invariably is calm. The population at 
several places has received the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian troops solemnly.

FRIEND TO SUE FOR L 


G. C.Moore Denies London Paper’s Story of His 
Being at House Where Von Bernstorf 
Was Staying.

LONDON, Jan. 2%.—George Gordon 
Moore, Detroit millionaire, whose friend- 
ship for Gen. Viscourt I-ench caused 
comment in the campaign in France, 
informs the Post-Dispatch that he is 
initiating proceedings for libel against 
West de Wend Fenton, editor and pro- 
prietor of the London Weekly World. 
The action is based on ailegations con- 
tained in an article appearing under 
Fenton's name in the issue of last Tues- 
day. 

The trial promises to b« scnsational, 
as Fenton's charges and insinuations 
against Moore were made ostensibly to 
show that his friendship and associa- 
tion with Viscount French were unde- 
sirable, 

Fenton alleges that Moore was intro- 
duced to London society by Emily 
Grigsby, for whom he gave a birthday 
party at the Ritz, and for which che 
issued the invitations. 

Distinguished Guests, 

The guests included th Duchess of 
Rutland and her daughters, Mrs. As- 
quith, Lady Cunard, Whitelaw Reid, 
then American Ambassador, and Vis- 
count Hon. Sir John French. 

Moore's business reputation was scored 
in the article ‘complained of, Fenton 
claiming that, owing to certain para- 
graphs published in his paper, Moore 
left for the United Ctates on May 2. 

‘But,’ the article continued, “itis .- 
teresting to note that, within a few days 
after his arrival in America, ise is said 
to have been a guest at a Long Island 
house where Count. von Bernstorff, the 
German Ambassador, also was staying. 
Moreover, a lady understood to be his 
sister, Miss Moore, is known to be an 
intimate friend of Von Bernstorff. 

‘‘Moore may be a perfectly harmless 
citizen,” the article conch “ed, “but his 
association with Lord French is invid- 
ious, in the interest of the gencral no 
less than -* the country, should be ter- 
minated, or at least postponed, until the 
war is over.”’ 

Moore is understood to have retained 
Sir Edward Carson, the most formidable 
advocate at the bar in a case of this 
description. Criminal libel under the 
British la~ is punishable either by fine 
or imprisonment for a maximum term 
of two years. 


Moore Gives His Views, 
“In my opinion,”” said Moore today 


in discussing Fenton’s charges, “any 
American who lived in the same house 
with Von Bernstorff ought to be in jail. 
In my own case, in view of my personal 
relationship with Field Marsha] French, 


I would desire to be shot if I did so and, 


as I never did so, the man who made 


this charge deserves to be shot. 

“I am going to prosecute this thing 
to the limit; whether by action for 
criminal or civil libel depends on my le- 
gal advisers. These libels have been 
accumulating now for a year, and | 
invite anyone else who wishes to get 
into this thing to repeat them in any 
way for which they can be legally dealt 
with. 

“No one of my relatives ever knew 
Count von Bernstorff; no one of them 
for the last year has been within 4 
thousand miles of where Von Bernstorff 
lives. The statement about Miss Grigs- 
by is of the same character, only it is 
too preposterous to notice. 

“I know who is behind these attacks, 
and what is at the bottom of them, as 
will be shown. Lord French's hands 
have been tied hitherto by the position 
he has held. He was eager to grapple 
with his calumniators at the outset. and 
now the opportunity has come to dis- 
pose of the libellers. It gel e done

The charges and insinuations made in 
the article which now becomes subject 
of a liable suit by George Gordon 
Moore, reached the British Government 
the early part of last year, and, in 
March or April, the Foreign Office or- 
dered its cfficials and agents in this 
country to make a searching investiga- 
tion of them, and of Moore's entire life 
and American connections. - 

This investigation was conducted 
for five or six weeks with great 
thoroughness and secrecy. British of- 
ficials gatherel much interesting in- 
formation concerning Moore's life, 
but they reported back to their gov- 
ernment, giving him a clean bill of 
health, so far as any Teutonic con- 
nections here were concerned. 

In particular the story, that a Miss 
Moore, supposedly a sister of Field 
Mershal French's: friend, was a close 
personal friend of Count von Bern- 
storff, was looked into, The British 
authorities here satisfied themselves 
there was no truth in this. 

Moore has led an interesting and 
venturesome life, and has made much 
money through the promotion of 
street railways, speculation in South 
America, and the operation of brok- 
erage houses in England. He is also 
known as a fancier of fine horses.

(From the President’s Speech at Pittsburg Yesterday.) 
T fills me with a very strange feeling sometimes, my fellow-citizens, 
| when it seems to be implied that I am not the friend of peace. If 
these gentlemen could bave sat with me, reading the dispatches 
and handling the questions which arise every hour of the 24, they would 
have known how infinitely difficult it has been to maintain the peace 
and they would have believed that I was the friend of peace. But I 
also know the difficulties, the real dangers—dangers not about things 
that I can handle, but about things that the other parties handle and I 
cannot control them.

and particular mission in the world. 
Other nations have grown rich, my fel- 
low-citizens, other nations have been as 
powerful as we in material resources in 
comparison with the other nations of the 
world; other nations have built up em- 
pires and exercised dominion. We are 
not peculiar in any of these things, but 
we are peculiar in this: That from the 
first we have dedicated our force to the 
service of justice and righteousness and 
peace. , 

“We have said ‘Our chief interest i» 
not the rights of property, but in tie 
rights of man; our chief interest is in| 
the spirits of men that they might be 
free, that they might enjoy their lives 
unmolested so long as they observed 
the just rules of the game; thet they 
might deal with their fellow men with 
their heads erect, tue subjects and ser- 
Vants cf no man, but the servants only 
.f the principles upon which their lives 
reSt.u. 

“And Ainerica Tas done more that 
care for her own people ard think of 
her own fortunes in these great mat- 
ters. She has said ever since the time 
of President Monroe that she was the 
champion of freedom ana the separate 
sovereignty cf neoples triroughout the 
western hemisphere. She is trudtee for 
thdse ideals and she is pledged, deepl: 
and permanently pledged, to veep thuse 
momentous promises. 


Must Fight to Keep Peace. 
“She not oniy, therefore, must play 


her part in keeping this conflagration 
from spreading to the people of the 
United States; she must slso kesp this 
conflagration from spreading to this 
side of.the sea. These are matters in 
wuich our very life and our whole 
pride are embedded and rooted and we 


is admirable, but their quantity {s in- 
sufficient. The military authorities of 
thus. country have not been negligent; 
they have sought adequate appropria- 
tions from Congress and in most in- 
Stances have obtained them, so far as 
we saw the work in hand that it was 
necessary to do. And the work that 
they have done in the use of these ap- 
Propriations has been admirable and 
skillful work. Do not let anybody de- 
ceive you into supposing that the army 
ef the United States, so far as it has had 
or-portunity, is in any degree unworthy 
of your confidence. 

“And the navy of the United States! 
You have been told that it is the second 
in strength in the world. I am sorry to 
Say that experts do not agree with 
those who tell you that. Reckoning by 
its actual strength I believe it to be one 
of the most efficient navies in the world: 
but it’s strength ranks fourth, not 
second. And you must reckon with the 
fact that it is necessary that that 
should be our first aim of defense and 
you ought to insist that everything 
should be done that it is possible for 
us to do to bring the navy up to an 
adequate standard of strength and ef- 
ficiency. . 

"Where we are lacking more perhaps 
is on land and in the number of men 
who are regdy to fight. Not the num- 
ber of fighting men, but the number of 
men who are ready to fight. Some men 
are born troublesome, some men have 
trouble thrust upon them and other men 
acquire trouble. I think I belong to the 
second class. But the characteristic de- 
sire of America is not that she should 
have a great body of men whose ‘chief 
business is to fight, but a great body 
of men Who know how to fight and are 
ready to fight when anything that is 
dear to the nation is threatened. You 
mnight have what we have, millions of 
men who have never handled arms of 
war, who are mere material for shot 
and powder if you put them in the field 
and America would be ashamed of the 
inefficiency of calling such men to de- 
fend the nation. 


e Urges Military l'raihing. 
What we want is to associate in 


common counsel together regarding 
them. I suppose that this country never 
before has found itself in so singular a 
position. The present situation of the 
world would only a 12-month ago, even 
after the European war had ‘started, 
have geemed incredible, and yet now the 
things that no man anticipated have 
heppened. The titanic strugzie contin- 
ués. The difficulties of the world affairs 
accumulate. It was, of course, evident 
that this was takin place long before 
the present session of Congress assem- 
bied. But ony lIsince the Congress as- 
xembled has it been possible to consider 
what we ought to do in the new circum- 
stances of the times. Congress cannot 
know what to do unless the nation 
knows what to do and it seemed to be 
nct only my priviiege, but my duty, to 
ag out and inform my fellow-country 
mien fust what I understood the present 
Siiuation to be. 
All the World Is on Fire. 

“What are the elements of the case” 
In the first place, and most obviously, 
two-thirds of the world are at war. It is. 
‘not merely a European war; nations in 
the Orient have become involved as well 
Bs nations in the West, and everywhere 
there seems to be creeping even upon the 
nitions disenguged the spirit and the 
threat of war. All the world outside 
of America is on fire. Do you wonder 
thgt men's imaginations take, cojor from 
tie situation? Do you wonder that there 
isa great reaction against war? Do 
you wonder that the passion for peace 
grows stronger as the spectacle grows 
nore tremendous and more overwhelm: 
‘ing? ” 

“And do you wonder, on the other 


, 


euin things to say to you, but it w mld 
be unworthy of my office if I did nct 
come out and tel’ you with absolute 
frankness just exactly what I under- 
stand the situation to be. 

“T do not wish to hurry the Congress 
of the United States. These things are 
too important to be put through without 
very thorough sifting and debate, and 

am not in the least jealous of I 
of the searching processes of discussion. 
That is what free people are for,. to 
understand what they are about and 
to do what they wish to do, only if 
they understand what they are about. 
But it is impossible to uiscuss the de- 
tails of plans in great bodies, unorgan- 
ized bodies of men, like this audience 
for example. All that I can do in this 
presence is to tell you what I know of 
the necessities of the case and to ask 
you to stand back of the executive au- 
thorities of the United States in urging 
upon those who make our laws as early 
and effective action as p%ssible. 


Not Afraid of Anybody. 

“America is not afraid of anybody. I 
know that I express your feeling and 
the feeling of all our fellow-citizens 
when I say that the only thing I am 
afraid of is not being ready to perform 
my duty. I am afraid of the danger of 
shame; I am afraid of the danger of 
inadequacy; I am afraid of the danger 
of not being able to express the great 
character of this country with tremen- 
dous might and effectiveness whenever 
we are called upon to act in the field of 
the world’s affairs, for it is character 
we are going to express, not power, 
merely. 

“The United States is not in love with 
the aggressive use of power. It despises 
aggressive use of power. There is not 
a foot of territory belonging to any 


I am constantly reminded of it in con- 
versation, by letter, in editorial, by 
means of every voice that writes me out 
of the body of the nation. You have 
laid upon me this double obligation: ‘We 
are relying upon you, Mr. President, to 
keep us out of this war, but we are 
relying upon you, Mr. President, to keep 
the honor of the nation unstained.’ 
Must Be Ready. 

“Do you not see that a time may come 
when it is impossible to do both of these 
things? Do you not see that if I am 
to guard the honor of the nation I am 
not protecting it against itgelf, for we 
are not going to do anything to stain 
the honor of our own country? I am 
protecting it against things that I can- 
not ‘control, the action of others. And 
where the actions of others may bring 
us I cannot foretell. You may count 
upon my heart and resolution to keep 
you out of the war, but you must be 
ready if it is necessary that I should 
maintain your honor. That is the only 
thing that a real man loves about him- 
self. 

‘Some men who are not real men love 
other things about themselves, but the 
real man believes that his honor is dear- 
er than his life; and a nation is merely 
all of us put together, and ghe nation’s 
honor is dearer than the nation’s com- 
fort and the nation’s peace and the na- 
tion’s life itself. So that we must know 
what we have thrown into the balance; 
we must know the infinite issues which 
are impending every day of the year, 
and when we go to bed at night and 
when we rise in the morning, and at 
every interval of the rush of business, 
we must remind ourselves that we are 
part of a great body politic in which 
are vested some of the highest hopes oi 
the human race. 


cther nation whici. this nation covets or} “Why is it every nation turns to us 


desires. There is not a privilege which 
we ourselves enjoy which we would 
dream of denying any other nation ir. 
the world. If there is one thing that 
the American people love and believe in 
more than another, it is peace, and al! 
the handsome things that belong to 
reace. 

“I hope that you will bear me out in 
saying that I have proved that I am a 
partisan of peace: and I would be 
ashamed to be belligerent and impatient 
when the fortunes of my whole country 
and the happiness-.of all my fellow coun- 
trymen were involved. But I know that 
peace is not always within the choice of 
the nation, and I want to remind—and 
remind you very solemnly—of the dou- 
ble obligation you have laid upon me. I 


know you have laid it upon me because 


with the instinctive feeling that if any- 
thing touches humanity it touches us? 
Because it knows that ever since we 
were born as a nation we have under- 
taken to be the champions of humanity 
and of the rights of men. Without that 
ideal there would be nothing that would 
distinguish America from her predeces- 
sors in the history of nations, Why is 
it that men that love liberty have 
crowded to these shores? Why is it 
that we greet them as they enter the 
great harbor at New York with that 
majestic Statue of Liberty holding up 
a torch, whose visionary beams are sup- 
posed to spread abroad over the waters 
of the world, and to say to all men, 
‘come to America, where mankind is 
free and where we love all the works of 
righteousness and of peace.’ ”’ 
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Danger Constant, Says 
President in Pittsburq 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 29.—President 
Wilson spoke on preparedness here this 
afternoon to a crowd which filled Me- 
morial Hall to its capacity, and thou- 
sends were unable to obtain admission 
Because of the large crowd, the Presi- 
dent spoke also to an overflow meeting 
in another hall. The main points of 
his Memorial Hall address follow. 


“You know that there is a multitude 
of voices upon the question of national 
defense, and f, for my part. am not 
inclined to criticise any of the views that 
have been put forth upon tis impor- 
tant subject: because, if there is one 
thing that we love more than another 
in the United States, it is that every 
man should have the privilege, unmo-

policy under the impulse of »assion. 
Ashamed of Passion of Fear. 


“I would be ashamed of the pas- 
sion of fear, and I would try to put 
the passion of aggression entirely 
aside in advising my fellow citizens 
what they should do at any great 
crisis of their national life. America 
doeg not desire anything that any 
other nation can give it, except 
friendship and justice and right con- 
duct. I am sorry for my part to ee 
any passion, whether of fear or dis 
like, stir the counsels of America. I 
have counseled my  fellow-citizens 
not only to be neutral in the pres- 
ence of the present great European 
struggle in action, but also to be 
neutral in spirit and in feeling. And 
I have trieg for my own part to hold 
off from every passion. 

“TI know, when the world is running 
red with blood, it is hard to keep the 
judgment cool. When men are suffering 
nd offering up heroic sacrifices it is hard 
not to let the passion of sympathy take 
precedence over the coolness of judg- 
ment, but while I can understand the 
excitement of the mind which these cir- 
cumstances have generated, | would not 
like them to guide the decisions of the 
Government. I am glad that the svl- 
diers and sailors of the United States 
have professional enthusiasm, but J 
would not like them to run away with 
me any more than I would like the pas- 
sions and sentiment of my fvllow coun- 
tryment to run away with me, While 
we admire their duties, we must square 
their judgment with other standards 
than the professional standards. 

“J admire every man’s professional 
}duty, but I would not like to be guided 
by every man’s professional duty. It is 
time, therefore, that we attempted at 
any rate to apply the standards of our 
ewn situation and of our own life to this 
great question of national defense. 

“What is it that we want to defend’ 
{ do not think I have to answer that 
question for you. Jit is in your own 
thought. We want to defend the life of 
this nation against any sort of interfer- 
ence. We want to maintain the equal

But there are many 
selfish influences at work in this 
country. When it comes, however, to 
the test I believe America can pro- 
duce as much substantial patriotism 
2g any other land under the sun.”

‘The test, ladies and gentlemen, of 
what we are proposing, is not going to 
be the action of Congress; it is going 
to be the response of the country: it 
is going to be the volunteering of the 
men to take the training and the will- 
ingness of their employers to see to it 
that no obstacle is put in the way of 
their volunteering.

throes of this titanic struggle that no 
part of it is thaffected. 


“You Know what is happening; you 
know that, by a kind of improvidence 
which ought to be very uncharacteristic 
of America, we have neglected for sev- 
eral generations to provide the means 
te carry our own commercé on the seas, 
and therefore, being dependents upon 
other nations for the most part to cafry 
our commerce when other nations are 
erigaged in the grip of war. So thus 
every natural impulse of our peaceful 
life is embarrassed.and impeded by the 
circumstances of the times, and wher- 
ever there is contact there is apt to be 
friction. 


Sources of Danger Unusual. 

“Wherever the ordinary rules of 
commerce at sea and of international 
relationship are apt to be thrust 
aside or ignored there is danger of 
the more ‘critical kind of controversy. 
Where nations are engaged as many 
nations are now engaged, they are 
peculiarly likely to be stubbornly 
steadfast

among friends, we move among 
friends who are preoccupied, preoc- 
oupied with an exigent matter whicn 
ts foreign to our own life, foreign 
to our own policy.

ON BRANDEIS: 


Several Counsellors Here Know the Bostonian 
Personally and Praise His Ability As 
Member of the Bar. 


Their comment follows: 


A NUMBER of 8t. Louis lawyers were interviewed by Post-Dispatch re- 


porters on the Brandeis nomination. 


Henry 8S. Priest: I know Mr. Bran- 
deis very slightly. He confessedly pos- 


sesses great ability. He reputedly has 


rather a radical temperament. His po- 
litical work has been censorious and 
critical. Ths position to which he has 


been appointed demands, as well as 


great ability, great conservatism and 
tranquility of temperament. The most 
important question is: Has he a judicial 
temperament? 


John S, Leahy: I look upon Mr. 
Brandeis as a remarkable man, but I 


was somewhat surprised at his selec- 
tion. I had hoped that the appointment 
might go to Fred W. Lehmann. 
Charles P. Johnson: I was very 
much surprised at the appointment of 


Mr. Brandeis. I do not think that the 


appointee ranks in ability and expe- 
rience with the class of lawyers here- 
tofore appointed to that high court. I 
do not think he should be placed in that 
position, 

John D. Johnson: I have a slight 
acquaintance with Mr. Louis Brandeis, 
and have watched his professional Ca- 
reer with interest. Mr. Brandeis is an 
able Jawyer and a worthy citizen; but 
Judges are only human, and it seems 
to me that Mr. Brandeis is too radica! 
and too much of a partisan on impor- 
tant public questions which are _ fre- 
quently subject to litigation in the Fed- 
eral Courts to make his appointment io 
the Supreme Bench desirable. 

Henry S. Caulfield: I do not know 
Mr. Brandeis personally and hesitate to 
wake any comment. All I can say ‘& 
that I find the opinion of a number of 
lawyers of my acquaintance against 
the appointment. 

William B. Homer: / think I knew 
Brandeis when he was a boy here. He 


country would be better off if some of 
this hyphenated business was stopped. 


So far as I know, Brandeis is well 


equipped for any position on any bench 
in any country. 

Nathan Frank: I thiuk the ap- 
pointment is a most excellent one. r. 


Brandeis is perfectly qualified and 
equipped by reason of his extensive ex- 
perience. His promotion to the bench 
will balance it because some of the 
Justices have doubtlessly grown very 


conservative and perhaps are not in 


touch with the tendencies of the pres- 


ent day. Mr. Brandeis will therefore 


give the bench an equipoise. All classes 
will be glad of his appointment except 
the big interests, and they will be glad 
to see him removed from his fermer 
activities. 

abraham Frumberg volunteered thi 
information to a reporter that he had 
telegraphed Senator Reed at Washing- 
ton in regard to Brandeis. 

“T telegraphed Senator Reed today,’”’ 
he said, “that I thought the masses of 
the country would approve of the ap- 
pointment of Brandeis to the Supreme 
bench. I also told Reed that the great- 
est tribute to Brandeis and his qualili- 
eations was the hue and cry raised 
against him by attorneys representing 
vested interests and seeking privileges. 


“T telegraphed that I believed Bran- | 


deis would make a competent Justice of 
the Supreme Court, because he had been 
upon both sides of the fence himself in 
the way of protected interests. He can 


impartially judge the distinction be- | 
tween right and wrong in such caseg | 
because he is possessed of the greatest 


degree of integrity and would treat ev- 
ery case as the law justifies.”’

He found that Loomis, fn full 
stride, averaged 10 feet each step, in 
running the 100-yard dash. 

The average stride of a sprinter is 
calculated to be close to 7% feet, 30 
inches shorter than that of Loomis. 

Irwin Mahl, the Columbian A. C.’s 
much-improved dash man, defeated 
Loomis in an invitation 100-yard dash 
here last year. Mah] is less than the 
average sprinter in height, being 5 feet 
7 inches tall. Loomis is 6 feet 4 inches 
tall. _Mahl’s measured stride, according 
to his coach, Paddy Fitzgerald, is 7 feet 
6 inches, or 31 inches léss than that of 
Loomis. 

In a race Loomis would tower 
nine inches above his adversary, 
and take only two steps where 
Mahl would require three. Loomis 
would cover the 100 yards course 
in about 30 strides—think of 
that! It woulq take Mahl 41 
strides to cross the tape. 


Long Legs Not Essential. 
AND vet Mahl, with his short little 


legs, moved faster than the gap- 


covering Loomis. Howard Drew, the 
world-famous negro. sprinter, is a com- 
paratively small man. He, too, has 
beaten Loomis. Last Wednesday night, 
at the Milrose A. C. Games, New York, 
he won the 70-yard dash from Loomis, 
who finished third behind Drew and Rey 
Morse, another colored runner. 

At one point in every sprinter’s stride 
both feet are clear of the ground, action 
photographs show. Only in this way 
could Loomis cover the distance he does, 
as even his remarkable leg length would 
not permit of a 10-foot stretch. 

In the case of the running horse, this 
feature is even more pronounced, the 
average stride of the galloper in a race 
being about 21 feet. 

Loomis the Busy Boy. 
OOMIS expects the busiest campaign 
of his career, this year. This week 
Loomis is scheduled to compete in 
‘nvitation meets at Bé@ston and New 
York. He will also compete in the sen- 
jor indoor A, A. championships. 

He will be seen in several Chic 
events. And it is barely possible that he 
may oe seen in the Missouri Athletic 
Association’s annual indoor games ai 
the Coliseum, March 25,inan invita- 
tion race with Mahl and other stars. 

Scarcely will the indoor season end 
than his campaign for the national and 
district A. A, U. championships will be 
on. Loomis competes in many events 
during the summer. He is all the more 
busy in that he does not specialize at 
the 100-yard dash, but usually takes 
part in three events at each meeting, 
the dash, the low hurdles and the run- 
ning high jump. At one time Loomis 
held the national championships in all 
three contests.

League and the Boston Nationals are 
under such a tremendous overhead ex- 
pense because of their big plants that 
they must run one-two-three to get by: 
the Brooklyn club last year was forced 
to start a $100,000 popetar stock sale at 
$10 per sell; the ttsburg club’s plant 
has taken about all Barney Dre 
can rake and scrape to pay the interest 
and keep the stockholders excited; while 
the Cubs have recently been bought, 
with the ass:stance of Charles Weegh- 
man, for a price five times what the 
club cost Murphy and Taft in 
It’s not the solidest sounding 
record one could desire. Neverthe- 
less the National and every other 
league in the United States will 
go to the front, beginning this 
year—or else go under for good. 
Conditions are in every way favorable 
and the weaklings ought to tide over tne 
coming season and get on their feet 
within the year.

A total of 1200.9 miles, over boule- 
yards and mountains and through 
sand, gravel and mud, on 100 gallons 
of gasoline; and at the end showing 
small evidence of grueling wear..

During its journey, starting from 
San Francisco, the truck traveled all 
over nothern California and encoun- 
tered every conceivable form of serv- 
ice experience. The truck was stopped 
and started over 1100 times. The ob- 
ject constantly was to run the truck 
under conditions of every-day serv- 
ice. The average of 12 miles to the 
gallon proved the constancy of the 
114 -ton truck to varying road condi- 
tions. |

Comparing mortality figures given in 
a preliminary report by the Bureau of 
the Census with figures showing the 
numbers of automobiles in use, the De- 
partment of Commerce shows that, 
while the number of automobiles regia. 
tered increased from 96,000 in 1908 to 
1,760,000 at the end of 1914, or TH per 
cent, the number of deaths due to au- 
tomobile accidents inereased from 682 
in 1909 to 2,623 in 1914, or 816 per cent, 
in an area containing 54 per aent of the 
population of the country, Thus, au. 
tomobiles have increased more than two 


five years «8s the automobile fatalities. 

A comparison based on the increase in 
the rate of automobile fatalities per 10,- 
000 population, which the report states 
is a more reliatle basis, because the ac- 
cidents in a given area of population 
will tend to be proportional to the num- 
ber of machines in that area, shows 
that the increase of 775 per cent in num- 
ber of automobiles has been accom- 
panied by an increase of 268 per cent in 
Geaths. On this basis, the fatalities 
have increased only one-third as much 
as the number of vehicles.

SONORA GOVERNOR GONFISCATES 
$50,000,000 IN PROPERTY 


Holdings of Adherents of Diaz, 
Huerta, Oroseo, Zapata and Villa 
Ordered Seized. 

EL PASO, Tex., Jan. 29.—What is 


said to be the most drastic confisca- 
tion order ever promulgated in Mex- 
ico is a decree issued today by Gov. 
R. Elias Calles of Sonora. By its 
terms all city and country property, 
including mines and cattle, belonging 
to adherents of Diaz, Huerta, Orosco, 
Zapata or Villa revert. to the State. 
It includes the property of hundreds 
of Mexicans now refugees in the 
United States some of them among 
the wealthiest of Mexico’s citizens. 

The value of the property is rough- 
ly estimated at $50,000,000. Title 
having reverted to the State, the de- 
cree states, the property is to be 
distributed among the loyal citizens 
of the Republic.

Talamante has been apointed by 
Carranza Governor of Sonora in place 
of General Callies is uncertain.

ST. LOUISANS ASKED, 
TO CARE FOR OR AID 
120 POOR FAMILIES 


Provident Association Says They 
Will Need Assistance for 
' Months. 


The Provident Association, in ad- 
dition to the campaign for $50,000 
which it is conducting, yesterday 
made a plea for different persons to 
each take the responsibility of taking 
care of one of the dependent fami- 
lies that are now being cared for by 
the association. General Manager C. 
M. Hubbard will furnish the name 
of a family to everyone who applies. 

About 120 families are receiving 


jassistance from the association and 


will have to be taken care of for the 
entire winter and far into the sum- 
mer. Full support will have to be 
supplied to a majority of these fam- 
ilies. In others the earnings of the 
bread-winners will be supplemented. 

The needs of these families, al- 
though urgent, will not necessitate 
an expenditure in any case of more 
than $6 a week. The relief extended 
will range from $2 a week up to that 
amount. Groceries, fuel, clothing and 
medicine, milk for infants, nourish- 
ment for mothers and the where- 
withal to keep homes intact are sup- 
plied. Shoeg and warm clothing are 
provided for children so that they 
can go to school. 

Many old persons, with $2 or $3 a week 
added to their small earfifngs, are able 
to keep out of the poorhouse. 


None Is Allowed to Siiffer. 
Applications are constantly being made 


to the Provident Association and none 
of the applicants, no matter which 
their nationality, religion or color, is al- 
lowed to suffer. Of these thousands of 
cases on the list of the association, the 
1% already mentioned, must be cared 
for each week for some months. Their 
condition is not likely to change. 

Of the remaining thousands, aid is 
needed to tide over a temporary period 
of poverty caused by sickness, unem- 
ployment or under employment of one 
or more members of the family. The 
social workers remedy these conditions 
and the families are again self-support-

Two Panels for the’ Jefferson 
Memorial Have Already 
Been Completed. 


THERE WILL BE FOUR 


First Pair to Be Seen in the 
Post-Dispatch Rotogravure 
Section Today.

In the rotogravure section of the Post- 
Dispatch today are two reproduced 
paintings of peculiar interest to St. Lou- 
isans. “The Cascades,”’ by Frederick G. 
Carpenter, and ‘‘Festival Hall,” by Fred 
G. Gray, are panels which signalize an 
epochal event in St. Louis history. They 
have the further significance that they 
are a foretaste of what will be when 
completed a memorable artistic work. 
The question always asked by visitors 
to Art Hill concerns the “layout” of 
the World’s Fair. If they didn’t visit 
the fair they are keen to know what it 
looked like, and if they did they want 
to recall it. 

You explain that at the top of Art 
Hill was the famous Colonnade of 
States, with Festival Hall looming high 
at the center, and the golden statue of 
Victory upon its dome, while the sculp- 
tured cascades descended, fan-like, to 
the lagoons below, and from there the 
great palaces spread out upon either 
hand, leaving an impressive central pla- 
za, where stood the Louisiana Purchase 
Monument. 


Visitors Surprised. 
A wistful expression often comes into 


the stranger's face, as he strives, with 
your help, to build up the scene. 

But now, when the work thus begun 
by Carpenter and Gray for the Exposi- 
thon company is carried out, one will be 
able to stand in a commemorative cham- 
ber in the Jefferson Memorial and see 
actually before him, in an epic pano- 
rama, our great climax of civic aspira- 
tion and achievement—the St. Louis 
World’s Fair. , 

How much.more satisfyingly the artist 
portrays the scene! 

In the west wing of the. Jefferson Me- 
morial is a large main room or gallery 
which provided the opportunity for this 
intimate memorial of the Exposition. 
The commemorative chamber is quite 
high of ceiling, and perhaps half-way up 
a sort of balcony goes around, dividing 
the place into two stories. The room 
below the balcony may be used for an 
ccecasional meeting place or an exhibi- 
tion hall. Above and in plain view are 
Spaces on the walls for paintings. 

The end walls are without windows, 
and are divided in the middle by re- 
cesses or halls, with monumental bronze 
doors and other ornamental features. 
At either side of the doorway is a large 
piain space for a wall painting, thus pro- 
viding in the two ends for four pan- 
els. 


Chance for Details. 
The room is lighted by windows in the 


side walls and smaller spaces between 
the windows afford opportunity for 
treatment of significant details so as to 
combine the large end panels into a 
connected composition, making all 
“hang together,”’ and giving the whole 
gallery a harmonious effect. 

This comemorative chamber could 
have been decorated by a symbolic frieze 
in which the story of the Exposition 
could have been woven, and this would 
have been more fully in keeping with

But it was felt by the exposition man- 
agement that such an ambitious treat- 
ment, thouch it would appeal more es- 
pecially to the artistic sense, might lose 
something in vagueness and abstrac- 
tion. It might not sufficiently convey 
to the general public the living reality 
of our great fair. The idea was appeal- 
ing that, somewhere there should be 
a commemorative portrayal of ‘the expo- 
sition which would bring it back to 
our memories as it actually was and 
help us to visualize it all again, and 
to be renewed by the splendid spirit 
that worked in St. Louis to produce 
that world’s fair. 


Theme In Magnicifent. 
There is a magnificent theme in the 


exposition for a heroic decorative frieze, 
and it ought to he painted; but there 
also is a place for a commemorative 
gallery in which the fair itself should 
be brought back to us. 

This is what has been attempted by 

the St. Louis artists, Carpenter and 
Gray, at the request of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Co. 
Two of the four large panels have 
been completed, and are about to be 
put in their places on the walls. The 
two others are partly painted, the 
sketches having been approved some 
time ago. 

The two panels completed and re- 
produced in the Post-Dispatch today 
show spacious vistas selected . from 
the “central picture” of the Exposi- 
tion. 

In Gray's picture, entitled “Festi- 
val Hall,” one looks across the la- 
goons to “Art Hill,” which is again 
crowned by the gorgeous Festival 
Hall and Colonnade of States. The 
cascades are seen coming down the 
hillside, the fountains play again in 
the lagoons, and it requires little in- 
Gulgence of the fancy for one to be 
carried away again by the entrancing 
scene. There is beautiful painting in 
the picture. 

The foreground, with groups of fig- 
/ures and decorative shrubbery, is hap- 
pily chosen and “handled” for an ar- 
tistic Influence, ang the sunlight play- 
ing upon the distant buildings keys 
up the scene. It is flooded with Nght 
and color. The perspective is handled 
successfully, and the “values” are 
pleasing as one's eye travels from 
foreground to distance.

ty. Again, delightful brush work en- 
hances the effect. 

Sunlight plays brightly in both pic- 
tures. The blues of sky and water 
are intense, though toned down from 
the actual scene as it appeared on 
just such a brilliant summer day. 
Had a duller light been chosen, the 
pictures could have been kept within 
a yet “flatter” range of color, such 
as is preferred for decorative paint- 
ings. But with the color and the sun- 
shine, the gala feeling of our world’s 
fair would have gone out of the vis- 
ion. 

These panels of the central pic- 
ture have afforded the artists not too 
much latitude as decorators, but it 
was their fortune that the thing they 
had to paint was fair to look upon. 
They have treated the subject faith- 
fully, and produced impressive rec- 
ords. 

The remaining large panels pre- 
sent other phases. The more inci- 
dental connecting panels, on the side 
walls, will give opportunities to great 
ly increase the decorative quality of 
the work as a whole, and when the 
gallery is completed St. Louis will 
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terest for our own citizens, another 
attraction for the visitor within our

The mass meeting, which will be held 
under the auspices of the St. Louis 
branch of the American Jewish Relief 
Committee on behalf of the Jewish war 
sufferers in Europe, at Temple Israel, 
this evening at 8 o'clock, is open to men 
and women of every nationality and 
creed, The appeal made by the St. Louis 
branch in the interest of humanity has 
met with generous response from citi- 


gens of every part of the city. The St. 
Louls branch is desirous of raising a 
$75,000 fund as St. Louis’ part of the $6,- 
000,000 national fund; $42,500 of this 
amount has been raised, 

Bag speakers are among St. Louis’ 

most eloquent men. Bishop Daniel §. 
Tuttle will represent the Episcopal 
Church, Dr. W. C. Bitting the Second 
Baptist Church. Rabbi Leon Harrison 
and Frederick W. Lehmann will be the 
speakers. 

The committee sent out 18,000 notices 
relative to the mass meeting and it is 
expected that the temple will be filled 
to its capacity by people interested in 
relieving the 10,000,000 Jewish sufferers in 
Poland and Galicia, It*is expected the 
full $75,000 will be subscribed at this 
meeting. At a mass meeting in Balti- 
more $63,000 was raised. 

Full Amount Mxpected, 

“The generosity with which the 8St. 
Louis public has responded to the ap- 
peal of the St. Louis Jewish Relief Com- 
mittee is most wonderful,” said Aaron 
Fuller. ‘‘The appeal of the unfortunate 
victims of the war has touched the 
hearte and pocketbooks of generous St. 
Louisans and we feel that the full 
@mount will be realized at the close of 
the meeting this evening. When we re- 
ceive the $75,000, much of which is in 
the form of monthiy pledges, we will be 
able to forward from St. Louis $6250 
Monthly to the American Jewish Relief 
Gommittee in New York, who, in turn, 
grill forward it to the Jewish Continental 
Association in Russia. 

“The work of giving relief to the desti- 
tute in Poland and Galicia is so system- 
atically arranged that immediate relief 
is given without endless red tape. Com- 
munity committees working among the 
sufferers are in constant touch with the 
Jewish Colonial Association. The en- 
tire work, that of collecting and distri- 
bution, is done without charge, all serv- 
ice being done by volunteers. The only 
expense is that of foreign exchange and 
a few incidentals, altogether amounting 
tc less than 1 per cent. The money is 
economically and judiciously disbursed.” 

Dr. James W. Lee, Presiding Elder of 
the Seuthern Methodist Church, has re- 
quested that the pastors of the Metho- 
dist churches devote one of today’s serv- 
ices to the cause of the Jewish war suf- 
ferers and that they make special col- 
lections. The Washington and Compton 
Avenue Presbyterian Church will also 
make a special collection “For Israel.” 
Dr. Harris H. Gregg will present the 
cause of the Jewish sufferers. Other 
churches will aid tn the movement.

for their relief work.

POULTRY FOR SALE 
A SIMPLE PROCESS 


Three Fattening Rations, With 
Feeding Method, Given by 
Cornell University Experts. 


The farmer who raises stock for mar-, 
ket would not think of marketing a load 
of hogs in half-fat condition and expect 
to make a maximum profit on them. 
He would feed them on a fattening ra- 
tion for several weeks at least in order 
to put on extra weight. Just why the 
same man should catch a coopful of 


chickens of all ages and sizes, just as 
they come, and market them because he 
wishes to cut down the size of the flock, 
or for any other reason, is past our 
knowledge. But ’this practice is followed 
right along when from 2% to 50 per cant 
could be added to the profit by simply 
feeding the flock for a fattening diet for 
two or three weeks. 

The principal reason for not taking 
advantage of opportunity to not only 
have more pounds to sell, but to get & 
higher price per pound, is simply be- 
cause they do not wish to “bother” with 
feeding the chickens. Bother, of course, 
is a negligible thing, as the feeding 
could be done by any member of the 
family in a very few minutes daily. 
As a matter of fact, no stock on the 
farm will put on weight so rapidly in 
proportion to weight as will chickens. 
Nor will the proportionately added prof- 
its, by reason of a little extra fitting for 
market, be increased as rapidly with 
any other stock as with chickens. 

Stuffing or crate fattening may not be 
practicable on the average farm, but pen 
fattening would be a simple process un- 
der average farm conditions. Some very 
good suggestions on pen fattening, in- 
cluding three tested rations, are given 
by the poultry department of Cornell 
University at Ithaca, N. Y. Aside from 
the feeds named in the rations, milk in 
any form may be given to good advan- 
tage in the fattening pen, reducing by 
that much the meat scraps necessary. 
The advice from the Cornell experts 
follows: 

“Confine the birds in 2 small and 
somewhat darkened pen, allowing about 
two square feet for a mature fowl and 
one square foot for young chickens. Do 
not feed for the first 2% hours; then be- 
gin feeding rather scantily, Increasing 
the quantity gradually ynth at the end 
of two or three days they are getting 
all they will clean up in about 20 min- 
utes, when fed regularly three time a 
day. This should continue for about 
two weeks, which Is ordinarily as long 
as the fowl can stand such heavy feed- 
ing; and at which time, if the fowls 
were healthy and in good range condi- 
tion, they should be full and plump 
along the keel, and have heavy, firm 
drumsticks and thighs. 

“Three good fattening rations are as 
follows: 

*1, One hundred pounds of cornmeal, 
100 pounds of buckwheat middlings or 
ground buckwheat with hulls removed, 
100 pounds of Red Dog flour, 30 pounds 
of beef scraps, one pound of chardoal. 

"2. One hundred pounds of cornmeal 
5 pounds of wheat middlings, 50 pounds 
ef ground oats, 30 pounds of beef scrap 
one pound of charcoal. 

"3. One hundred pounds of cornmeal, 
6) pounds of wheat middlings or Red 
Dog flour, 20 pounds of beef Scrap, one- 
half pound of charcoal.”

Poultry Lice Fight 
Should Begin Now 


A very good lice powder for use on 
poultry may be made at home from in- 
gredients that, when bought separately, 
will cost little as compared with the 
expense of commercial lice powder made 
of the same or similar materials. One 
of the best of these h.-me-made pow- 
ders is prepared by mixing one pint of 
cresol, or the same quantity of strong, 
crude carbolic acid, with three pints of 
gasoline. To this is added, while stir- 
ring, just enough plaster of paris ‘o 
take up the liquid. It will take about 
10 pounds of plaster for the amounts of 
cresol and gasoline given. Larger or 
small amounts may be prepared by in- 
creasing or decreasing the three ingre- 
dients proportionately. After making 
this powder it should be kept in a well- 
covered receptacle to keep it from losing 
strength. 

A common practice among poultrymen 
is to wait in the cpring until lice and 
other parasites have become so nume* 
ous that they will be noticeable. By far 
the better plan is to begin the fight 
early and keep them from getting a 
start. One of the best means of doing 
this is to dust the birds ‘thoroughly 
with a good insect powder, at regular 
intervals, beginning in late winter. 
There is no harm in giving the hens an 
application occasionally even in mid- 
winter since they are never entirely 
free from lice, and every one of these 
pests killed before the breeding season 
may mean a million or two less to fight 
next summer. : 

The best way to apply the powder is 
to put it into a sifting box made by 
punching numerous small holes into a 
tin can, and, hcelding the bird by the 
feet, head downward, sift the powder 
well into the fluff. The fluff around the 
vent and under the wings, where most 
of the parasites congregate, should be 
more thoroughly aqusted than other 
parts. One of the most opportune times 
for dusting a hen is just before she 
receives a setting of eggs to hatch. 

The average poultryman will say that 
hatching is a “great strdin’’ on a hen, 
and the condition of some of the birds 
on finishing their hatches seems to bear 
out this statement. But the harm done 
by the lice working unmolested while 
her motherly instinct keeps the hen 
busy is more responsible for her run- 
down condition than the energy required 
in the actual work of incubating the 
eges. The dusting with lice powder 
should be done not only at the begin- 
ning of the hatch, but about once a 
week t.:roughout the sitting period. 


Dark Cornish Held 
to Be Best Chicken 


Poultry Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I am often asked why I breed the Dark 
Cornish. My reply is that I have raise} 
many breeds, but find the one named the 
best allround chicken and the most 
profitable. They have beautiful plumage 
of glossy green black, intermingled with 
bay and mahogany tints. The Dark 
Cornish are the delight of the fanciers, 
and I am glad that they have finally 
been recognized and placed in the En- 
glish class, where they can compete 
on specials and sweepstakes with the 
Orpingtons, Dorkings and others. 

They are splendid general-purpose 
fowls. As layers they are as good as 
any of the large birds; in fact, they are 
better layers in the fall and winter. 
when eges are scarce. The standari 
weight of the pullet ts six pounds, hens 
seven pounds, cockerels eight pounds, 
and cocks nine pounds. They often grow 
much larger. I’ve had cock birds weigh- 
ing from 11 to 12 pounds. They look 
much smaller than they really are, as 
their feathers are short and lie close to- 
gether. Owing to their shcrt feathers 
they are not troubled with vermin as are 
the fluffy-fsathered chickens. 

The Dark Cornish inake the best ta- 
ble fowl, as their flesh is very tender 
and julcy. They are great foragers. 
good rustiers and are very vigorous and 
veldom get sick. They live to a good 
age. I have hena 11 years old that still 
lay eggs. What other breeds can equa! 
that? They are good setters and the 
best of mothers.

Quisenberry Says 
Renew Flock Now 


This is one of the most important sea- 
sons of the year in the poultry yard, 
tor it is during this period that the 
fiock should be renewed. A little care 
now in selecting, mating, incubasing 
and brooding will do much toward mak- 
ing an active, healthy, vigorous, profit- 
able flock. These are some timely ob- 
servations made by T. E. Quisenbery, 
who recently returned from the Panama 
Pacific Exposition at San Francisco, 
where he was superintendent of the 
poultry exhibit. 

Upon placing a male with hens which 

have not had a male with them, the 
eggs become fertile in about three days 
and remain fertile for 15 or 20 days after 
the male has been removed, according 
tu Mr. Quisexberry’s investigations. 
Highty per cent of fertility and 80 per 
cent of the fertile eggs hatching is 
considered a reasonable hatch. This 
nmieans 64 chicks out of 100 eggs set, or 
about 10 chicks out of a setting of 15 
eggs. If the eggs are to be held before 
setting they should be kept at a tem- 
perature of from 4 to 60 degrees and 
should be kept covered se the albumen 
will not evaporate. When the chick 
comes out of the shell it is made Out of’ 
the albumen or white of the egg and 
has used little or rone of the yolk. If 
the albumen has evaporated too much 
there is not sufficient material to build 
a.chick large and strong enough to get 
out of the shell. This is one of the 
causes for chicks dying in the shell. 
This evaporation may take place either 
before or during incubation. 
' Early hatched pullets mature and be- 
gir to lay before winter begins. -They 
roaake good winter layers and are good 
breeders the following spring, while the 
late hatched pullets do not lay before 
Spring, and if used in the breeding 
yard they will produce a low percentage 
of chicks which are small and weak. 

It is advisable also to rear the entire 
flock as near the same time as possible 
for in flocks where there are chicks of 
ali ages the youngest seldom amount to 
much. Then, too, if they are all reared 
in one brood it takes only a short time 
tili the chicks are so large that they 
reed little attention. On many farms 
only a small number is hatched at a 
time, requiring almost the entire sum- 
mer of work and worry to renew the 
fleck.,. 


Winter Feed to Get 
Yellow-Yolked Eggs 


Eggs with a richly colored golden yolk, 
from a market standpoint, are more de- 
sirable than the pale-yolked variety. 
Due to lack of green range feed in the 
winter, such eggs are not normally laid 
during cold weather. To produce them, 
though, is quite a simple matter if you 
know how. The poultry department of 
the towa State College tells the secret. 

Yellow corn with clipped alfalfa or 
ryrouted oats are winter feeds that put 
the color in the yolk. Stemmy alfaifa 
will not do, as it is too coarse and con- 
tains too much fiber. The alfalfa must 
be leafy. Alfalfa or clover sweepings 
from the hay mow make an excellent 
winter poultry feed. To keep the hens 
from scratching it about a rack or box 
may be provided, covered with coarse, 
mesh poultry wire through which the 
birds may pick the leaves. 

The fact that green feeds produce the 
desirable yellow-yolked eggs is an ad. 
vantage of only secondary importance. 
The fact that they furnish food eléments 
not to be had otherwise, and that are 
very much needed at this season of the 
year, is of far greater importance. The 
green feed.is a necessary item to stiim- 
ulate the general health of the fowls. 
as Well as their laying ability, durme 
the winter.

Berry Patch Mulch 


Corn cobs make a splendid mulch for 
raspberries and blackberries. Spread 
through the patch in late fall or winter 
they will keep down weeds the follow- 
ing spring and summer and retain soil 
moisture with as evident success as 
any other medium. _By replacing the 
top layer each season those underneath 
soon rot.

The practical-n.inded visitor wanted to 
know whether the lordly plymoutn rock 
rooster who drew first money in his 
class was a good breeder of egg: laying 
pullets or of chicks that would make 
heavy fries in a few weeks. The judge 
didn’t know. He had scored the bird 
largely on the way the feathers were 
barred.” 

The above is part of an editorial in a 
recent issue of a farm paper. 
it is wide of the mark in the impres- 
sion it leaves. which is that somehow 
there is a contradiction between a beau- 
tiful bird on the onc hand and a utility 
bird on the other. I do not believe this 
cendition exists. Surely .the judge 
should not be blamed.. He was doing 
what he was hired to do when he 
rlaced the awards upon those fowls 
that were beautiful. 

The practical-minded editor probably 
knows that the American standard of 
perfection, which gives the official de- 
scription of all varieties of fowls, fre- 
cuires birds that, in shape, are utility 
Lirds. Almost without exception in de- 
scribing varieties, the standard calls 
for deep, full breasts, good length of 
body, and for other characteristics 
that denote vigor, size and a shape 
that makes for utility. It is my judg 
ment that the standard and the poultry 
shows have done more than anything 
else for utility poultry. 

AS a further development of the pou! 
try shows I hope that all of them will 
nave utility classes—that is, classes es- 
pecially of dressed poultry, and also of 
ecgs, The largest poultry show in the 
country, that held annually at Boston. 
has the largest utility exhibits. New 
England is the home of the poultry 
“fancy.” It is also the section in which 
most attention has been given to util- 
ity values. We can all take our choice 
between utility and beauty, and -we 
algo can breed for both. 


Kempster Prescribes 
Six Poultry Rations 


What to feed poultry for best results 
is a question of the greatest import- 
ance. No one knows all there is to know 
about poultry feeding, but the student is 
gradually accumulating a useful and de- 
pendable body of knowledge about it. 
One of the best poultry-feeding an. 
thorities in America is H. L. Kempster 
of the Missouri Experiment Station, Co- 
lumbia. He gives some suggested ra- 
tions that are excellent, as follows: 

1. Scratch Food—In winter, 1 part 
wheat, 2 parts corn. Mash (ground food), 
1 part bran, 1 part middlings (shorts), 1 
part corn meal, 1 part commercial beef 
scrap. 

2, Scratch Food—In winter, 6 parts 
wheat, 3 parts corn, 3 parts oats, 3 parts 
buckwheat. In summer, 6 parts wheat, 3 
parts corn, 3 parts oats. Mash—6 parts 
corn meal, 6 parts middlings, 3 parts 
bran, 1 part alfalfa meal, 1 part oil meal, 
5 parts beef scrap. 

8. Scratch Food—Early morning and 
night, cracked corn. At noon, equal parts 
wheat and oats. Mash—8 parts bran, 1 
part middlings, 1 part corn meal, 1 part 
meat scraps. Occasionally 1 part oil meal 
is added to this ration. 

4. Scratch Food—In summer, 1 part 
corn, 2 parts wheat. In winter, 2 parts 
corn, 1 part wheat. Mash— Ground oats, 
buttermilk or sour skim milk as a drink. 
5. Scratch Food—6 parts corn, 6 parts 
wheat, 4 parts oats, 2 parts barley, 1 
part kafir, 1 part buckwheat. Mash—2? 
parts bran, 1 part corn meal, 1 part 
gluten meal, 1 part ground oats, 1 part 
middlings, 1 part beef scraps. 

6. Scratch Food—In summer, 2 parts 
wheat, 1 part corn.

HE members of the famous Du Pont family of Delaware continually remind one of 
the unstable molecules of the products which their “Powder Trust” manufactures, 
so instantaneously combustible are these relatives, so ready to explode and fly 
asunder at the slightest jar. Already torn by no less than ten internecine feuds, cae 
which have furnished some of the most remarkable, chapters in the record of * 
American society, this millionaire group of blood-kinsmen has just been shattered : 


by another terrific detonation. 


This latest explosion is unique among the family’s frequent upheavals in that the spark which .. fie 
fired it was not rivalry in politics or society, or hatred between women members of the group, .. = °:% 
but financial jealousy.

But the war, bringing with it profits from the sale of munitions toe the allies more princely 
than any Du Pont had ever dreamed of, and piling up millions over night at a rate which makes 
the growth of the Rockefeller fortune look like the progress of a snail, placed upon the sole re- 
maining principle of family solidarity such a strain that it, too, has collapsed. 
value of the Du Pont Powder Co. stock advanced in a few months from $100 to $700, and when 
the stock paid a quarterly dividend of 31 per cent, it would seem that there would be enough to 
go around. Instead, the division of spoils has provoked one of the bitterest family feuds that 


even the Du Ponts have ever waged. 


The trouble began last June, when Gen. T..Coleman Du Pont, then president of the Du Pont 3 
Powder Co., decided to sell all his holdings in the company and purchase from the Morgan es- vis 
tate control of a majority of the capital stock of the Equitable Life“Assurance Co. This trans ‘“ * 
action gave him absolute control of the Equitable’s assets, reckoned at something like a billion 
and a half dollars. He owned more than 64,000 shares of common stock in the powder concern, 
together with a quantity of preferred stock, so that, at $200 a share, the price he received 


was $14,000,000. 


Although these shares would now bring on the market at least $60,000,000, Gen. Du Pont 
has, so far as is known, expressed no regret over his bargain. But the circumstances of 
the sale stirred up Alfred I. Du Pont, vice president.and general manager of the powder 


company, to war and battle. 


Gen. Du Pont’s stock was not sold to the powder company itself, but to another corpora. 
tion, the Du Pont Securities Co., organized by a faction of the 
directors for the purpose of acquiring the stock. The leader of 
this clique is Pierre S. Du Pont, who succeeded T. Coleman Du 
Pont as president; and from the clique Alfred I. Du Pont was 


excluded. 


Besides the enormous appreciation of the value of the stock, 
it has also paid golden dividends. The profits of the transac- 


tion did not aecrue to the stockholders 
as a whole, but to the members of the 
Du Pont Securities Co.

HERE is a clearing house for human inter- 

est stories at 714 Chestnut street, St. 

Louis. Here men and women, old and 

young, flock by the score every day and 

unfold the little dramas, the miniature 

tragedies,.of their lives. It would afford 

an inexhaustible treasury of sorrows and 

huiwors for a novelist like Dickens. The institution has 

the legal name of the Industrial Loan Co., but few 

persons would recognize it by that term. It is universal- 

ly known as the Poor Man’s Bank, a nickname so apt 

that it has been printed on the window along with the 
formal title. 

In the files of the bank are tens of thousands of legal- 
appearing sheets of paper, bristling with questions of a 
rather daunting nature. They are applications of per- 
sons seeking loans, and each paper has its own dif- 
ferent and distinct tale to tell. It is small-wonder that 
the officers of the bank, on duty from 8 a. m. until 6 
p. m., declare that the time flies away every day like a 
fe, hours, so many and so variously fascinating are the 
real-life stories whichapour in upon them without pause. 

For instance. the foMowing cases al] came to hand 
within a single day, and were passed on by the board of 
directors during one session of two hours. In each case 
mentioned the loan requested was granted. They are 
a type of the daily grist at the Poor Man’s Bank. 

Here is a clerk 46 years old, who has worked in a 
foundry for 16 years and who earns $85 a month. Prior 
to his marriage two years ago he was a thrifty soul, and 
was the unofficial lender 
in his office. Every pay- 
day a dozen other clerks 
thronged about him to re- 
pay the advanceg he made 
them during thé fortnight. 
But now their place is 
taken by six or sepen 
urgent collectors. For he 
complains that after he 
was married his wife’s en- 
tire family of six able 
bodied persons moved in, 
stopred working and 
looked to him for support. 

He has maintained them 
for two years and has 
falien $200 in debt. He 
lists 11 creditors, including 
the butcher, grocer and 
doctor. The loan is made 
to him, after he has assured the directors, in- his own 
eloquent phrase, that he is “off the family for good.” 

Tke next is—wonder of wonders!—a plumber. He 
laments that too much Christmas and not enough cold 
weather have put him $250 behind, and explains that he 
bought too many Christmas present for his family and 
that there were not enough frozen pipes to enable him 
to recoup. He has been in business for 15 vears and 
has always discounted his bills on the twentieth of the 
mcnth. He does not wish to spoil his record this month, 
and that is why he wants the loan. His indorser is his 
butcher, who is also his next-door neighbor. 

Then comes a repentent traveling salesman, whose 
employers advanced him money for a trip to Alton, and 
wh has had the misfortune to lose it in a craps game. 
Jé must get te Alton at once, or lose his job. All he 

ants is $15, and be brings a real estate man along as 
his indorser. The money is forthcoming and he goes on 
his way rejoicing. 

A widow who earns $18 a month as a housemaid is the 
next applicant. She is supporting a daughter 12 years 
old, and has a son of 16. He is working as a driver on 
a delivery wagon, and needs warm clothes during the 
cold spell. The mother wants $20 for the purpose, to 
be repaid at the rate of 50 cents a week. “Honesty is 
branded on her face,” one of the directors decides, and 
the loan is voted. 

This man is a machinist, a sober, hardworking citi- 
ze,, who earns $23 a week. Four months ago his broth- 
er-in-law and family descended on him, and he has been 
supporting them ever since. The brother-in-law has 
great expectations from a will contest, and has been 
so busy thinking and talking about the $4000 he hopes to 
win that he has had no time to work. The applicant 
bas fallen behin¢ with his rent, his grocer, his butcher 
and his insurance, to the extent of $200.

A girl 24 years old, a clerk with an electrical company | 
at $35 a’ month, is supporting her mother and also her 


father, a boiler worker, who has been on strike for six 
months. The family owns its oWn property, valued at 
$2000. *But $50 taxes are due, and must be met. She 
borrows the money for a year at 6 per cent, and will 
repay it at the rate of $4 a month. 

Next comes a sable dining car waiter for the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. He has a bankbook showing he has $200 
on deposit, and papers proving that he has bought a 
home for $1800, on which he still owes $875. As the 
property is depreciating in value, his real estate dealer 
has called on him to reduce his deed of trust $250. He 
wants $50 to put with his own $200. His indorser is a 
grocer with whom he has dealt for 10 years. 

Then comes a bookkeeper who has worked for a oaned 


company 12 years. and earns $120 a month. He wants 


to give his mother $100 to pay her bills at a department 
store, to a physician and for coal. He has money in the 
bank and shows his bankbook to prove it, but can’t draw 
any of it out without telling his wife, and he does not 
wish her to know he is aiding his mother. The Poor 
Man’s Bank is his récourse in this delicate domestic 
situation. 

A laborer in a cooperage company at $12 a week, who 
is supporting his-wife and four children and has been 
out of work three weeks on account of sickness, needs 
$30 to buy warm clothes for,.the youngsters so that they 
can go to school. As he made a previous loan of $50 
in August, 1914, and never missed a payment when it 
was due, the money is given to him. 

The next applicant is 63 years old, has worked 16 
years as warehouse clerk in a carpet store, and makes 
only $15 a week. Yet he asks and obtains a loan of 
$350 for a year. By prodigies of thrift, he and his 
wife have been able, out of his small salary, to buy a 
home worth $10,000, on which they still owe only $1500. 
Special taxes for the improvement of adjacent streets 
and alleys have made a sudden demand on them for 
$35). They rent out part of their house, and feel able 
tofrepay the money at the rate of $30 a month. The 
wife is one of the indorsers and the other is their ten- 
ant, a coal dealer. 

Then comes a life insurance solicitor, 42 years old, 
who has been out of work six months on account of 
sickness, and who is behind $60 in the payments on his 
home. He could get a second deed on the property; but 
the real estate company making the deal would charge 
a commission of 10 per cent.; it would Gést $7.50 more 
to have the title examined, and in addition $2.35 for 
recording the deed. He gets the money for a year at 
the Poor Man’s Bank at a cost of $3.60 for interest and 
$1 for insurance, which automatically cancels his note 
in case he should die. 

Another applicant presents the interesting case of a 
man whom the Poor Man’s Bank set up in business and 
who now wants the institution to do the same thing for 
Two years ago this man borrowed $150 
from the bank to make a part payment on a blacksmith 
shop belonging to his employer on Hodiamont avenue, 
who had just died. He repaid it punctually at the rate 
of $3 a week, besides completing the payments owed to 
the widow. 
with iron companies with which he deals, amounting to 
$150 a month, have been paid on the cot. 

Now his brother wants to borrow $100 to start a res- 
taurant, and the blacksmith bears witness that. the 
brother is a hustler and that his wife is an excellent 
cook. “I am satisfied they will make good,” he testi- 
fies, and the loan is voted. Two years ago, the bank 
officers say, the blacksmith, appearing there to make 
his application, looked like a hobo. This time he brought 
his wife and three children. She was well and neatly 
dressed, and the children had warm, pretty clothes. 

These are some among the 40 loans, totaling $4825, 
which were approved in that single session of the board 
of directors. There have been previous cases even more 
interesting. One was an instance in which the bank 
kept a young man from going to the penitentiary. 

At the age of 22 he was elected treasurer of his labor 
union. Inexperienced and kindly of nature, he did not 
refuse when friends’ asked Sim to make them loans 
out of the union’s funds, promising faithfully to repay 
him in a short time. In this way he loaned out about. 
$175, and then his friends forgot all about repaying. The 
time for an accounting of his office was coming, and 
the young man. was in terror. In his desperaticn, he 
took $125 more of the union’s money and attempted to 
make up his deficit in a craps game. Instead, he lost 
th> $125, and found himself $300 short in his accounts.

Another case, somewhat different, was that of a union 
driver for a dairy company. A strike among 
pany’s drivers occurred, and this man’s 
blamed for it.

to win for his new employer the customers whom he had 
served for the old. The result was that the first dairy — 
brought a charge against him that he was $200 short in 
his collections.

HERE was something wrong 
in the Assay Office at Seattle, 
Wash., about a decade ago.

pokes or sacks of gold dust in exchange 

for Assayer’s receipts were complaining 
and banks which had forwarded consign- 
mments of gold for clients were also com- 
plaining. They declared there was tco 
much shrinkage. Gold sent to Seattle 
was found almost invariably to contain 
more sand than gold sent anywhere else. 

Sometimes the shrinkage was as high as 

S$ per cent. That was serious, 

4g At first little attention was paid to 

ag these murmurings. Miners are proverbi- 

ce ally inclined to overvalue their ore and 
also are proverbially careless about pre- 
serving Assayer’s receipts. When, how- 
ever, late in 1905, a bank at Fairbanks, 

_ Alaska, filed a formal allegation that 
‘within three years the abnormal shrink- 

age had cost its depositors $30,000, a thorough investiga 
tion was ordered. The bank had kept careful records of 
its transactions and offered them for inspection. 

~ Apparently every possible precaution had been taken 
to prevent leakage at Seattle. When a miner took gold 
dust to the office, the Assayer weighed it before his eyes, 
dumped it into a padlocked tin box, to which he alone 
had the key, gave a receipt to the miner and returned 

to him the original container of the dust. : 


The Assayer turned the locked box over to the cashier, 
who weighed it, gave the Assayer a receipt and locked 
the box in vaults to which he alone had access. The 
cashier in turn gave the locked box to the melter, who 
-_ weighed it and gave the cashier a receipt. Thus there

The detective was compelled then to take a Seattle 
banker into his confidence, and this man readily agreed 
to help him in what he had to do. From the banker 
he borrowed a quantity of gold dust which had been 
carefully cleaned and should have been practically free 
from shrinkage. He pretended to be a miner, deposited 
the dust, took his receipt and later called for his money. 
It had shrunk 2% per cent. 


Once more he took some gold dust that had been 
screened, washed and blown until it was free of all 
foreign matter. He deposited it one morning. That 
afternoon, exercising a legal right, he suddenly ap- 
peared at the assay office, eaid he had changed his mind 
and demanded the restoration of his gold. It was hand- 
ed back to him from the cashier's vaults and he and 
the banker had it examined by experts. It was found 
to contain a large quantity of beach sand. 

A day or two later Adams was working in his office, 
surrounded by clerks, when Connell appeared. When 
the secret service man told him he was under arrest, 
the cashier laughed as if someone were playing a jo*e 
on him. He appeared unwilling to believe there was 
anything serious in the charge. When he was searched 
the detective found $10,000 in large bills on his person. 


He was charged with stealing 16 ounces of gold and 
Connell asked bail of $30,000, thinking that would be 
sufficient to hold him. He sent word of his drrest to 
two bankers, however, who readily signed the bond, 
thinking there was only a technical charge against him, 
especially as he had more than $30,000 on deposit in 
the bank of one of his sureties. 


Connell was amazed that night when Adams tele- 
phoned him he was at liberty and asked for an appoint- 
ment at the secret service office the next morning, say- 
ing he wished to elaborate admissions he had made 
following his arrest.

Adams said he deter- 
mined to win her at all costs. He had to 
have money, he said, to keep the pace. He 
began stealing from the assay office, and 
cnce sta he could not stop. After his 
matriage he found greater need to steal 
than ever. 

His method was simple. He had sim- 
ply got a pair of balance scales and some 
beach sand such as is found at Nome, 
Alaska. He smuggled them into the vault 
in a japanned box, such as is used tor 
holding valuable papers. He provided 
himself with keys for the assayer’s gold 
boxes. He would remove a quantity of 
dust; replace it with an equal weight of 
sand and carry the precious metal away 
in an envelope in his pocket. 

At the time he only admiitted a $35,000 
theft. His bondsmen immediately sur- 
rendered him. Connell was convinced 
however, that he had stolen much more 
than $35,000 and determined to search his 
home. Mrs. Adams’ nurse and servants 
said the cashier had acted like a crazy 
man the night after his arrest, going 
about from room to room, into the garage 
and down in the basement. 

The secret service men found traces of 
gold dust in many places. Some of it 
was in drawers in a private safe in Ad- 
ams’ own room; some in his desk, some in 
the garage, some scattered about among 
his papers. But they found no considéfa- 
ble quantity. As they were standing in 
the yard they saw a spaniel coming from 
the basement with a piece of paper in its 
mouth. Connell took it away from the 
dog. It was an envelope and it contained 
a few grains of gold dust. 

The basement was full of cordwood and 
had a bin in which there was anthracite 
coal. a luxury in that country. Connell 
observed wood on top of the coal and 
jestingly asked a Swedish servant girl if it were put 
there to keep th& coal from flying away. She replied 
that her master had put the wood there the last night 
he was at home. 

The detectives immediately dug into the coal pile. 
They uncovered three bags containing $10,000 worth of 
gold dust. 

Adams was indicted, convicted and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for 1Q years. It was disclosed that in the 
first year of his thefts he had stolen $40,000 worth of 
gold, which he had sold to a San Francisco refining 
company». The next year he stole $50,000 worth, which 
he turned in at the New York assay office when he was 
on his honeymoon trip. That year he had been unable 
to get away from Seattle because of the approaching 
birth of his child, so he deposited $35,000 worth in a Se- 
attle bank as trustee for a nonexistant mining company. 

A short time:-after his conviction Mrs. Adams divorced 


him. -After he had served six years of his sentence he 
was paroled. Later he was caught with a gang of 
counterfeiters. His parole was revoked, he got addi- 


tional years for counterfeiting and is at present an in- 
mate of the Federal prison at McNeil Island. 


The Amazing Du Pont Family

Alfred I. Du Pont had a daughter by his first mar- 
riage. named Madeline. She had been living with her 
mother, but in 1997 suddenly appeared at her father’s 
home and*asked him to take her in. He welcomed her 
with open arms, but a few days later she eloped with 
John Bancroft Jr. They went to Europe on their hon- 
eymoon, from which the bridegroom returned alone. In 
1911 he sued for divorce, naming as co-defendant with 
his wife her 11l-months’ old son, of whom he denied pa- 
ternity. The sensationai hearing ended in a verdict in 
Bancroft’s favor. 

A dramatic illustration of the intensity of the Du 
Pont feuds was witnessed in the United States Senate in 
March, 1912, when the newly elected Senator from Dela- 
ware, Willard Saulsbury, took his seat. His colleasue, 
Senator Henry A. Du Pont, refused to introduce him 
to the Senate and the two men did not speak. There 
were rumors that Senator Du Pont had declared he 
would resign from the Senate rather than sit in it with 
Saulsbury, but these were denied. Senator Saulsbury’s 
wife was May Du Pont, divorced wife of William Du 
Pont, brother of Senator Du Pont. Moreover, she is a 
first cousin of Senator Du Pont. 

One of the first things Saulsbury did in the Senate 
was to file charges against a politician who was ap- 
pointed Marshal of Delaware on the recommendation 
of Senator Du Pont. Saulsbury declared that this man 
had for years been notorious in the State as a wholesale 
buyer of votes. President Taft quickly withdrew the 
nomination. The result was that Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri introduced a resolution directing an investigation 
into the methods by which Du Pont was elected to the 
Senate. But nothing more came of the attack. 

T. Coleman Du Pont’s wife is a sister of Mrs. Sauls- 
bury, and it is reported that the two sisters are on oppo- 
site sides in many of the family disputes. 

One of Alfred I. Du Pont’s brothers, Lonis C. Du Pont, 
blew out his brains. Another brother, Maurice. 
estranged himself from some branches of the family by 
marrying Tottie Fitzgerald, a chorus girl. ~ 

The Du Pont family, for whom Delaware is politically 
a pocket borough, was founded by Pierre Samuel Du 
Pont de Nemours, one of the remarkable men of the 
French Revolution. He was President of the Constit- 
vent Assembly in 1790, and escaped the guillotine 
through the fall of Robespierre. He fled to the United 
States, and with his son, Eleuthere Irenee, established a

Simple as this sounds, it 
presents insurmountable 
difficulties. For one thing, 
it would be impossible: to 
get uniform living condi- 
tions and uniform distrac- 
tions.

Conceivably, if changes 
in climate would make a 
difference, changes of sea- 
sons would do the same 
thing, differing in degree, 
perhaps, but’ not in kind. 
So the professor deter- 
mined to study working 
conditions in certain in- 
dustrial centers, North and 
South, summer and winter. 
That all outside influences 


might be eliminated, -he~
